PAID-UP  OIL  AND  GAS  LEASE

THIS  LEASE  AGREEMENT  is  made  this  Qff^lav  of  flflkjfr"  /SPfj  by  and  between  Sergio  Cebrian  and  wife.  Wendv  Cebrian  whose  address  is  7HB 
Lake  Hawkins  Drive  Arlington.  Texas  78002.  as  Lessor,  and  HARDING  ENERGY  PARTNERS,  LLC,  a  Texas  limited  liabiRy  company,  13486  Midway  Road,  Suite  400, 
Dallas,  Texas  75244,  as  Lessee.  All  printed  portions  of  this  lease  were  prepared  by  the  party  hereinabove  named  as  Lessee,  but  all  other  provisions  (including  the 
completion  of  Hank  spaces)  were  prepared  jointly  by  Lessor  and  Lessee. 

1.  In  consideration  of  a  cash  bonus  in  hand  paid  and  the  covenants  herein  contained,  Lessor  hereby  grants,  leases  and  lets  exclusively  to  Lessee  the  following  described 
land,  hereinafter  called  leased  premises:

in  the  County  of  Tarrant,  State  of  TEXAS,  containing  0.200  gross  acres,  more  Dr  less  (including  any  interests  therein  which  Lessor  may  hereafter  acquire  by  reversion, 
prescription  or  otherwise),  for  the  purpose  of  exploring  for,  developing,  producing  and  marketing  oil  and  gas,  dong  with  all  hydrocarbon  and  nan  hydrocarbon  substances 
produced  in  association  (herewith  (including  geophysicalfeeismic  operations).  The  term  "gas"  as  used  herein  includes  helium,  carbon  dioxide  and  other  commercial  gases,  as 
well  as  hydrocarbon  gases.  In  addition  to  the  above-described  leased  premises,  this  lease  also  covers  accretions  and  any  small  strips  or  parcels  of  land  now  or  hereafter 
owned  by  Lessor  which  are  contiguous  or  adjacent  to  the  above-described  leased  premises,  and,  in  consideration  of  the  aforementioned  cash  bonus.

2.  This  lease,  which  is  a  "paid-up"  lease  requiring  no  rentals,  stei  be  in  force  for  a  primary  term  of  /Jl five  years  from  the  date  hereof,  andforas  long  thereafter  as  oil  or 
gas  Dr  other  substances  covered  hereby  are  produced  in  paying  quantities  from  the  leased  premises  or  from  lands  pooled  therewith  or  this  lease  is  otherwise  maintained  in 
effect  pursuant  to  the  provisions  hereof. 

3.  Royalties  on  oil,  gas  and  o(her  substances  produced  and  saved  hereunder  shall  be  paid  by  Lessee  to  Lessor  as  follows:  (a)  For  oil  and  other  iquid  hydrocarbons 
separated  at  Lessee's  separator  facilities,  the  royalty  shal  be  Z0jQ0%  of  such  production,  to  be  delivered  at  Lessee's  option  to  Lessor  at  tha  wellhead  or  to  Lessor's  credit  at 
the  oil  purchaser's  transportation  facilities,  provided  that  Lessee  shall  have  the  continuing  right  to  purchase  such  production  at  the  wellhead  market  price  then  prevailing  in  the

at  the  end  of  the  primary  term  or  any  time  thereafter  one  or  more  wells  on  the  [eased  premises  or  lands  pooled  therewith  are  capable  of  either  producing  oi  or  gas  or  other 
substances  covered  hereby  In  paying  quantities  or  such  wells  are  wailing  on  hydraulic  fracture  stimulation,  but  such  well  or  welis  are  either  shut-in  or  production  therefrom  is 
not  being  sold  by  Lessee,  such  well  Dr  wells  shal  nevertheless  be  deemed  to  be  producing  in  paying  quantities  Tor  the  purpose  of  maintaining  this  lease.  Ir  for  a  period  or  90 
consecutive  days  such  weS  or  wells  are  shut-in  or  production  therefrom  is  not  being  sold  by  Lessee,  then  Lessee  shall  pay  shut-in  royalty  of  one  dollar  per  acre  then  covered 
by  this  lease,  such  payment  to  be  made  to  Lessor  or  to  Lessors  credit  in  the  depository  designated  below,  on  or  before  the  end  of  said  90-day  period  and  thereafter  on  or 
before  each  anniversary  of  the  end  of  said  90-day  period  while  the  well  or  wells  are  shut-in  or  production  therefrom  is  not  being  sold  by  Lessee;  provided  that  if  this  lease  is 
otherwise  being  maintained  by  operations,  or  if  production  is  being  sold  by  Lessee  from  another  well  or  wells  on  the  leased  premises  or  lands  pooled  therewith,  no  shut-in 
royalty  shal  be  due  until  the  end  of  the  90-day  period  next  following  cessation  of  such  operations  or  production.

All  payments  or  tenders  may  be  made  in  currency,  or  by  check  or  by 
draft  and  such  payments  or  tenders  ia  Lessor  or  to  tha  depository  by  deposit  In  the  US  Hails  in  a  stamped  envelope  addressed  to  the  depository  or  to  the.  Lessor  at  the  last 
address  known  1o  Lessee  shall  constitute  proper  payment.  If  the  depository  should  liquidate  or  be  succeeded  by  another  Institution,  or  for  any  reason  fall  or  refuse  to  accept 
payment  hereunder.

5.  Except  as  provided  for  in  Paragraph  3  above,  if  Lessee  driBs  a  well  which  is  incapable  of  producing  in  paying  quantities  (hereinafter  called  "dry  hole")  on  the  leased 
premises  or  lands  pooled  therewith,  or  if  all  production  (whether  or  not  in  paying  quantities)  permanently  ceases  from  any  cause,  inducing  a  revision  of  unit  boundaries 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Paragraph  6  or  the  action  of  any  governmental  authority,  then  in  the  event  this  lease  Is  not  otherwise  being  maintained  In  force  It  shal 
nevertheless  remain  in  force  if  Lessee  commences  operations  for  reworking  an  existing  wel  or  for  drilling  an  additional  well  or  for  otherwise  obtaining  or  restoring  production 
on  the  leased  premises  or  lands  pooled  therewith  within  90  days  after  completion  of  operations  on  such  dry  hole  or  within  90  days  after  such  cessation  of  all  production.  If  at 
the  end  of  the  primary  term,  or  at  any  time  thereafter,  this  lease' is  not  otherwise  being  maintained  in  force  but  Lessee  is  then  engaged  in  drilling,  reworking  or  any  other 
operations  reasonably  calculated  to  obtain  or  restore  production  therefrom,  this  lease  shall  remain  in  force  so  long  as  any  one  or  more  of  such  operations  are  prosecuted  with 
no  cessation  of  more  than  90  consecutive  days,  and  ir  any  such  operations  result  in  the  production  of  oil  or  gas  or  other  substances  covered  hereby,  as  long  thereafter  as 
there  is  production  in  paying  quantities  from  the  leased  premises  or  lands  pooled  therewith.

Production,  drilling  or  reworking  operations  anywhere  on  a  unit  which  includes  all  or  any  part  of  the  leased  premises  shall  be  treated  as  if  ft  were  production,  drilling  or 
reworking  operations  on  the  leased  premises,  except  that  the  production  on  which  Lessor's  royalty  is  calculated  shall  be  that  proportion  of  the  total  unit  production  which  the 
net  acreage  covered  by  this  lease  and  included  in  the  unit  bears  to  the  total  gross  acreage  in  the  unit  but  only  to  the  extent  such  proportion  of  unit  production  is  sold  by 
Lessee.
